Postmaster General Bertrand 
announces from Ottawa that a 
special 4cent postage stamp 
will be issued on Friday, Oct. 1, 
to commemorate the 100th anni- 
versary of the achievement of re- 
sponsible government in Canada. 

In 1848, following the struggle 
by the legislative assemblies of 
United Canada (comprising On- 
.lario and Quebec) and of Nova 
Scotia to have an executive 
council under the provincial gov- 
ernof which was selected by and 
wesponsible to the majority party 

‘in the legislative assembly, these 
two provinces were granted re- 
sponsible government. 

The over-all dimensions of the 
stamp being issued to commemo- 
rate this important .event in 
Canadian history will be approxi- 
mately, 1% 
or the same 
ment as the 
1946, 

The stamp will bear the pic- 
ture of the Canadian Parliament 
Building with the portrait of 
Queen Victoria, during whose 
reign responsible government in 
Canada was achieved, in the 
upper left corner, and that of 
King George VI in the upper 
right corner. 

The stamps, which will be is- 
sued in sheets: of 50, wil! be blue- 
grey. Stamps of the issue will
